More blasts rock Austin, Texas; latest not package bomb

AUSTIN, TEXAS « Emergency teams 
tushed Tuesday night to yet another re- 
ported explosion in Austin — this one at 
a Goodwill store — but police and federal 
authorities said the blast wasn’t related 
to recent bombings that have killed and 
injured people and caused panic across 
Texas’ capital for weeks. 


The newest incident came as investi- 
gators who have pursued a suspected se- 
rial bomber terrorizing Austin for weeks 
uncovered what seemed like valuable 
new leads. 

Even before the report of Tuesday 
night’s explosion, it had already been 
a busy day. Before dawn, a bomb in- 
side a package exploded about 1 a.m. as 
it passed along a conveyer belt at a Fe- 
dEx shipping center near San Antonio, 
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causing minor injuries to a worker. The 
Austin Police Department, the FBI and 
other federal agencies confirmed that the 
package center blast was related to four 
previous ones that killed two people and 
seriously injured four others. 

That explosion happened at a FedEx 
facility in Schertz, northeast of San 
Antonio and about 60 miles southwest
